Russia has declared war on Austria, 
according to one dispatch, 
which, however, is given small credence, in view of the strict censorship 
on all news from St. Petersburg. 
However, this attitude upon the part 
of Russia is the thing most feared by the chancellories of Europe.

sia has declared war, it is believed that there is practically nothing that 
can prevent the continental conflict. 
Russia yesterday announced that if Austria invades Servia. her arm ­ 
ies will take the field.

“ Practical 
Tree Surgery,’’ wherein 
suggestions are made for improve­ 
ment along these lines.
